Courts - $33,300 for juvenile
probation costs. The FY 2023 one-time cost breakdown is as follows: 1. CCJJ - $106,500; and 2.
Courts - $37,200 for data processing and IT costs. This could cost State Board of Education $5,000
one-time in FY 2024 from the Income Tax Fund for reporting costs, however they report that they can
absorb this cost.
